Historic tribe-county agreement signed 


Tribe offers 
$16.2 million for 


expansion impacts

In what is being described as an 
“historic” event, an agreement has 
been signed between the county and 
the Coyote Valley tribe to provide 
some $16.2 million in tribal funding 
to offset the impact of the major 
expansion project planned at the 
tribe’s Shodakai Casino in Redwood

At Tuesday’s Mendocino County 
Board of Supervisors meeting, the 
board approved the agreement 
between the Coyote Valley Band of 
Pomo Indians, the County of 
Mendocino and the Redwood Valley- 


Calpella Fire District. 

“This is an exciting moment for 
the tribe,” said 2nd District 
Supervisor Jim Wattenburger. “This 
was not an easy decision to come to. 
This is the template that should be 
used in all gaming facilities in every 
part of the county for expansion.” 

As part of the $16.2 million, the 
agreement outlines $110,000 per 
year be paid toward one deputy sher- 
iff and associated equipment, that the 
fire district be paid $207,588 per 
year toward three paid firefighters 
and $350,000 for new fire equipment 


over a period of five years and pay 
emergency services $50 per ambu- 
lance call to the gaming facility. 

The tribe has also agreed to pay to 
the county as a whole $100,000 for 
immediate mitigation of off-reserva- 
tion impacts and sums of between 
$200,000 and $600,000 per year for 
recurring off-reservation impacts 
over the first 10 years of operation. 

“This was not a money grab by the 
county in any way possible,” said 
Wattenburger. 

In addition, the tribe will improve 
portions of North State Street near 


the entrance to the Coyote Valley 
Indian Reservation at a cost of 
approximately $750,000 to the tribe. 

“The tribe will construct and 
widen north and southbound lanes at 
the entrance,” said Jeanine Nadel, 
county counsel. 

According to the agreement, wells 
will be utilized for the facility’s 
water supply, not the Redwood 
Valley Water District and the tribe 
has agreed to spend $5,000 per year 
for well monitoring. It will also have

As the fall rains send people 
indoors, county homeless shelters are 
expecting an influx of people as the 
cold and wet dislodge them from their 
summer camps outdoors. 

“We anticipate an influx of people,” 
said Ford Street Project Executive 
Director Mark Rohloff. The Ford 
Street Project operates the Buddy Eller 
Homeless Shelter. 

Rohloff said the shelter has been 
serving an average of between 40 and 
50 people nightly but that number has 
already started to go up since the rain 
began last week. 

“We expect that,” Rohloff said. 
“When the weather is good, people 
elect to stay outside.” 

Currently, the shelter is only open in 
the evenings, but Rohloff said that, as 
the weather worsens, the shelter will 
consider opening on some days to let 
people get out of the rain, “if it’s real- 


ly inclement weather.” 

Rohloff said those days will have to 
be chosen carefully and that they will 
be “few and far between,” because of 
money problems. 

Last month, the Ford Street Project 
lost $100,000 per-year in federal grant 
money. The grant represented almost a 
third of the center’s roughly $300,000 
per year budget. 

The Ford Street Project has 

received the grant every year for the 
last 20 years, this is the first time it has 
not. 
Rohloff said the shelter has not real- 
ly felt the effect of the grants loss yet 
because the first check they would 
have received would normally arrive 
near the end of October. 

“Unfortunately, we'll really feel it 
during the winter time,” he said. 

Rohloff said the project has made 
some headway in replacing the lost 
grant money. 

“A lot of it’s local,” he said. 


Earlier, Rohloff said perhaps the 
only silver lining is that the loss of the 
grant would force the Ford Street 
Project to look for more local funding. 

Rohloff said any donations of fund- 
ing or household items would be great- 
ly appreciated, especially as the sea- 
sons change to winter and the weather 
gets cold and damp. 

The Ford Street Project provides 
numerous services, including drug and 
alcohol treatment, job training and is 
the largest provider of homeless hous- 
ing and support in the county. 

The project runs a detoxification 
facility, provides counseling and a cri- 
sis response service. 

The Ford Street Project is always 
looking for donations and volunteers.

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DA says she’ll 
crack down on 


school truancy 


Parents could 
find themselves 


in court

Mendocino County 
District Attorney Meredith 
Lintott announced Tuesday 
that she will begin prosecut- 
ing the most serious truancy 
cases in partnership with the 
Policy Council on Children 
and Youth. 

In 1974, the California 
State Legislature passed laws 
to battle truancy by creating 
School Attendance Review 
Boards composed of represen- 
tatives of the school districts 
and members of the public 
and community agencies that 
serve youth and families. 

The purpose of SARB is to 
help students who are chroni- 
cally skipping school and 
their parents deal with school 
attendance issues with indi- 
vidual plans. The plans are 
legally binding contracts, and 
if it is not followed, the 
review board has the authority 
to recommend action to the 
court which could mean cita- 
tions given to parents. 

Lintott said she would help 
in this process by taking the 
most serious of these cases to 
court. The cases will be filed 
in conjunction with referrals 


from the Ukiah Unified 
School District. 
Superintendent Lois J. 


Nash and SARB Coordinator 
Diana Marshall said they were 
pleased that the most serious 
truancy cases will be prose- 
cuted with the end goal of get- 
ting truant students back in 
school.

According to reports from 
the District Attorney’s Office, 
children who are truant are at 
a greater risk for getting 
involved with alcohol, drugs, 
gangs and violence. 

The process of filing a 
criminal complaint starts with 
the District Attorney’s Office 
filing a complaint against the 
parents for a misdemeanor 
charge of contributing to the 
delinquency of a minor. 

PCCY said they are sup- 
portive of Lintott’s plan to 
hold parents accountable for 
their child’s excessive 
absences. In 2006, PCCY 
implemented a multi-pronged 
truancy awareness campaign. 

It is hoped that the parents 
will take part in a “deferred 
entry of judgment” program 
during which they will be 
placed on diversion with the 
requirement that their children 
will attend school without 
unexcused absences for two 
semesters, at which point all 
charges will be dismissed.

Measure W college bond program moving forward

Everything appears to be 
on schedule for the Measure 
W Bond Program at 
Mendocino College. The col- 
lege’s Bond Implementation 
Planning Committee issued its 
first quarterly report last 
week, which included a break- 


down of the cost for each of 
the projects, a list of projects 
in progress and completed all 
relating to the college’s $67.5 
million construction and reno- 
vation bond. 

Since voters authorized the 
bond in November of 2006, 
the college has worked to get 
additional state and other 


matching funds, ballooning 
the budget to $97.4 million. 
The report was presented to 
the Mendocino College Board 
of Trustees at its Oct. 10 meet- 
ing, as well as the Oct. 9 meet- 
ing of the Citizens’ Bond 
Oversight Committee. The 
24-page report included a 
schedule and projected cost of 


the more than 30 projects to 
be completed, as well as 16 
pages of summary sheets for 
the projects in progress. 

Most of the 14 projects in 
progress include some form of 
re-roofing, but there is more 
than that scheduled to begin 
around campus including the 
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Weiner Dog 
race. The

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Electronics industry 
forecasts solid holiday season

SAN JOSE -- Move over, peace and 
happiness. Computers are what 


Americans really want nowadays. 

The machines that feed us infinite and 
instant information, store our digital 
memories, give us hours of fun with 
games, videos or music -- and help us do 
our taxes -- outrank peace, happiness and 
clothes this year as the most wished-for 
gifts, according to an annual U.S. survey 
by the consumer electronics industry’s 
largest trade organization. 

Last year, the most popular answer to 
the survey’s open-ended query about 
respondents’ holiday wishes was cloth- 
ing, followed by peace and happiness, 
money and then computers. 

This year, after computers, peace and 
happiness came in second, followed by a 
big-screen TV, clothes and then money. 

Such enthusiasm for computers, TVs, 
as well as other electronics will help 
drive electronics sales up 7 percent to 
$48.1 billion in the fourth quarter from 
$44.8 billion the year-ago period, accord- 
ing to a forecast by the Consumer 
Electronics Association. 

By comparison, the overall retail 
industry is expected to see holiday sales 
grow 4 percent, according to the National 
Retail Federation. 

“We’re looking at a very solid season 
for consumer electronics, and it’s certain- 
ly a bright spot for the economy,” said 
Joe Bates, CEA’s director of research. 

For all of 2007, electronics sales are 
expected to reach $160 billion, up 8 per- 
cent from $148 billion last year, accord- 
ing to the CEA forecast. 

The organization’s annual consumer 
survey separately evaluated shopping 
intentions for the holidays. The random 
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telephone survey of 1,003 U.S. adults 
was conducted in late September and had 
a margin of error of 3.1 percentage 
points. 

“The fact that they want computers 
over clothing and peace and happiness is 
amazing,” said Shawn DuBravac, the 
CEA’s economist. “It’s a testament to 
what the tech industry has done to 
empower the consumer.” 

People are doing more with their com- 
puters, such as posting videos or writing 
blogs, Bates said. The demand for laptops 
is particularly strong, “and you can buy a 
more powerful one and at a lower price 
than what you paid for four years ago,” 
he said. 

The survey also indicated consumers 
plan to spend bit more on gadget gifts this 
year: $358 per household versus $337 in 
2006. 


Gifts will account for about 46 percent 
of electronics sales in the fourth quarter, 
while the rest will come from purchases 
people make for themselves -- a typical 
shopping pattern during the holiday peri- 
od, Bates said. 

As for specific gizmos people wanted 
to receive as gifts this holiday season, 
portable music players topped the list for 
the third year in a row. Laptops rose to 
second place from third and video game 
systems displaced digital cameras to 
come in third. 

Gaming will be hotter this year, Bates 
said, since all the next-generation con- 
soles have been out for at least a year and 
have a larger library of games. 

A video game system was also the 
most popular item people planned to give 
as an electronics gift this year, according 
to the survey. 


Google’s good at selling ads but not buying them

SAN FRANCISCO -- Like 
a gourmet chef who rarely eats 
out, Google Inc. feeds adver- 
tising services to hordes of 
other businesses while skimp- 
ing on its own marketing. 

The recipe has been 
extremely fruitful. While the 
Internet search leader has sold 
more than $30 billion in adver- 
tising since 2001, Google has 
become a household name 
without buying expensive ad 
campaigns on television or 
radio or in print. 

“Tt’s almost as if they have 
this cultural allergy to advertis- 
ing,” said Mark Hughes, 
author of “Buzzmarketing,” a 
book about unconventional 
ways to build a brand. “It has 
been an advantage because it 
has helped keep them cool. 
They have zigged while every- 
one else has been zagging.” 

This advertising aversion 
has freed up money for engi- 
neers, computing hardware 
and other resources that fuel 
Google’s search engine while 
leaving plenty of profit to keep 
shareholders happy and lift the 
company’s stock ever higher. 

Some marketing experts 
view Google as the archetype 
of an Internet-driven age that 
has made it possible for star- 
tups like YouTube, MySpace 
and Facebook to permeate pop 
culture with little or no adver- 
tising. 

That’s a change from the 
dot-com boom era in 1999 and 
2000 when Internet entrepre- 
neurs went broke paying for 
Super Bowl ads and other the- 
atrics in a mostly fruitless 
effort to stand out from the rest 
of the crowd. 

Google co-founders Larry 
Page and Sergey Brin were 
among the first to break that 
free-spending mold, deciding 
that advertising didn’t make a 
lot of sense for a company that 
started out 1998 with just 
$100,000 before raising $25 
million in venture capital a 
year later. But they have 
remained marketing misers 
even as Google accumulated a 
cash hoard that now stands at 
$12.5 billion. 


The Mountain View-based 
company believes its austere 
approach will become more 
common as major advertisers 
learn to deploy technology to 
target consumers. 

“We are at an inflection 
point that could radically 
change the way marketing is 
done,” said David Lawee, who 
became Google’s marketing 
chief a year ago. 

More than 300,000 advertis- 
ers already rely on Google’s 
online marketing platform, 
which primarily shows text- 
based ads on the search 
engine’s results pages and 
other online destinations. 

Google tries to deliver those 
ads to the people who are most 
likely to be interested in the 
messages, making an educated 
guess based on the words used 
in a search request as well as 
information gathered about 
visitors’ past preferences and 
Web surfing patterns. 

Drawing upon some of the 
same data-mining techniques, 
Google is developing market- 
ing tools for TV, radio, print 
and even video games to help 
advertisers reach potential cus- 
tomers more effectively -- and 
perhaps less expensively. 

Although Google regularly 
promotes its brand and ser- 
vices on its own online ad net- 
work, that soapbox hasn’t been 
the key to its ubiquity. 

Instead, Google has relied 
on word-of-mouth and the 
media’s obsessive coverage of 
its every move to establish a 
prized brand just nine years 
after Page and Brin first set up 
shop in a Silicon Valley 
garage. 

Consulting firm Millward 
Brown Optimor estimates 
Google’s brand is worth $66 
billion and calls it the world’s 
most valuable. A separate 
study by Interbrand estimated 
the brand’s value at $17.8 bil- 
lion and ranked it 20th in the 
world. 

While major rivals like 
Microsoft Corp. and Yahoo 
pour more than 20 percent of 
their annual revenue into sales 
and marketing, Google devot- 
ed 8 percent of its revenue to 
the category in 2006, spending 


a total of $849.5 million. 
Microsoft spent $11.5 billion 
on marketing and sales in its 
last fiscal year, while Yahoo 
spent $1.3 billion. On advertis- 
ing and promotions alone, 
Google spent $188 million in 
2006 -- roughly the same 
amount Microsoft spends 
every two months. 

Another Internet bellwether, 
online auctioneer eBay Inc., 
consistently earmarks 14 per- 
cent to 15 percent of its rev- 
enue for advertising. Last year, 
eBay spent $871 million on 
advertising, with much of the 
money winding up in Google’s 
wallet. Coca Cola Co., the 
brand ranked first in the 
Interbrand survey, spent more 
than $2.5 billion on advertising 
last year. 

When Google does buy ads, 
it’s often to recruit employees 
(the company has hired more 
than 11,000 in the past three 
years). On a few occasions, 
Google also has bought ads to 
highlight lesser-known prod- 
ucts, such as a free telephone 
directory service, GOOG-411, 
recently featured on billboards 
in the San Francisco Bay area 
and rural parts of New York. 

Some well-known compa- 
nies are even more frugal 
advertisers than Google. 

Starbucks Corp. spent just 
$95 million on advertising last 
year, 49 percent less than 
Google did. Like Google, 
Starbucks made a name for 
itself by developing a distinc- 
tive product that quickly res- 
onated with consumers whose 
enthusiasm became infectious. 

Google believes happy 
users are worth infinitely more 
than any goodwill advertising 
might buy, said marketing 
chief Lawee. 

“If our products are great, 
our reputation soars,” he said. 

Google’s brand also has 
been bolstered by the media’s 
fixation on the company. 
Hardly a day goes by without 
Google’s name being splat- 
tered across television, radio, 
magazines, newspapers and, of 
course, the Internet. That gives 
the company even more clout 
with advertisers and even less 
reason to advertise itself. 


“They are at the crest of this 
wave that gives them a lot of 
free publicity,” said Roland 
Rust, chairman of the 
University of Maryland’s mar- 
keting department. 

Google has proven adept at 
orchestrating stories that have 
little to do with its day-to-day 
business. 

The company attracted 
headlines last month by fund- 
ing a $30 million race to the 
moon. And it made news last 
year by investing in solar ener- 
gy to power its headquarters. 
Some news outlets even filed 
stories on Google’s 2005 
search for a new executive 
chef. 

Not all the coverage has 
been flattering, but even nega- 
tive stories build brand recog- 
nition. Chief Executive Eric 
Schmidt said the company 
benefited from a spike in usage 
of its search engine after The 
Wall Street Journal reported 
last year that Page and Brin 
engaged in a petty spat about 
the size of the beds on their 
personal jet. 

Industry experts say Google 
may have to invest more heav- 
ily in advertising as it branches 
in new directions. 

It already is selling a suite of 
online software applications to 
businesses and reportedly is 
mulling lending its name to a 
line of mobile phones. 
Ventures like those typically 
rely on more conventional 
advertising. 

“Tt’s inevitable that they will 
have to advertise more,” said 
veteran marketing consultant 
Bob Kahn, who runs his a 
Darien, Conn. firm. “At some 
point, the power of the Google 
brand will cease to support all 
those extremities.” 

Although he declined to 
provide specifics, Lawee also 
hinted that Google probably 
will need to increase its mar- 
keting budget because many 
longtime users of the search 
engine don’t know about the 
company’s peripheral prod- 
ucts. 

“Even with all the attention 
we get,” he said, “that tells me 
we are still not getting all our 
messages out.” 
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RN angered by 
hospital’s poor 
care of seniors 


TO OUR READERS: 
Recently, we wrote about the 
lack of continuity of care for 
seniors with multiple medical 
problems who are followed by 
one set of physicians in the 
community, by another set 
when hospitalized for acute 
problems, and, when sent for 
rehabilitation to nursing 
homes or other facilities, by 
still other physicians. 

This column hit a nerve 
with our readers and spurred 
significant feedback. 

If you recall, we wrote 
about an 86-year-old woman 
who had been diagnosed with 
dementia, fell and hit her head 
at home, and was admitted to 
a hospital. Within days, her 
family reported, “She would 
not eat, could not walk, did 
not know anyone and a feed- 
ing tube was inserted.” 

After a hospital stay, she 
was finally admitted to a nurs- 
ing home for rehabilitation, 
where things continued to 
worsen. Finally, her family 
learned that (1) the doctors 
who handled her care in the 
hospital had stopped all med- 
ications that her primary-care 
physicians had been prescrib- 
ing for her, substituting other 
medications, and (2) that the 
same thing happened at the 
nursing home, which had 
access only to the hospital 
information. 

Once the family discovered 
what had happened, they con- 
tacted all of the woman’s 
physicians, who, in turn, got 
in touch with the nursing 
home doctor. Once the med- 
ications that had been work- 
ing for her were restored, she 
improved dramatically and 
was able to go home. 

According to a deluge of 
recent e-mails from readers, 
this lack of continuity of care 
for seniors is an increasing 
problem, and that, “while 
there may be no standardized 
answer to the problem, family 
intervention as early as possi- 
ble appears to be essential to 
assure contact with, and coor- 
dination between, treating 
physicians outside the facility 
and those who oversee the 
patient inside.” 

Here is one of the many 
reader responses to this col- 
umn. 

DEAR NEXT STEPS: I 
felt compelled to respond to 
your column in our newspaper 
titled “Mom suffers when 
doctors don’t share data.” As a 
home-care registered nurse, I 
see mostly seniors post-hospi- 
talization or post-rehab. It 
appears that the first thing the 
hospitalists (physicians who 
work at hospitals only, and 
don’t have their own private 
practice) do on admission is 
change every drug the patient 
has been taking (no matter 
how long the drugs had been 
taken or how well they had 
worked) to the hospitalist’s

own regime or to drugs pro- 
vided by the hospital’s or the 
rehabilitation facility’s con- 
tracted drug provider. 

I routinely see well-con- 
trolled diabetics who man- 
aged their disease with diet 
and oral medications for many 
years who come home from 
the hospital with their blood 
sugars off the charts and on 
several different kinds of 
insulin. These folks are over- 
whelmed and terrified of this 
change. Through conversation 
I learn that these patients were 
given a regular diet while hos- 
pitalized -- no more of the 
“diabetic meals” that I 
remember learning in nursing 
school. Some have even said, 
“The nurse says it’s just easier 
to give everyone the same 
food and ‘cover’ them with 
insulin!” How bizarre is that? 

These folks are discharged 
with a handful of prescrip- 
tions and an order to “resume 
prior medications.” So they 
fill the new prescriptions 
AND take the old ones (which 
have different names, of 
course). I frequently see peo- 
ple taking duplicate, even 
triplicate, of the same medica- 
tions. No wonder they wind 
up back in the hospital. 

Kudos to the family who 
advocated for the Mom with 
dementia. Families/friends 
need to intervene and insist on 
coordination between our 
doctors. Patients are not frag- 
mented, and their care should- 
n’t be, either. 

Please continue your col- 
umn. Our seniors need your 
voice.

Leopard, Apple’s new operating 
system, broadens Macs’ reach

SAN JOSE -- Apple Inc.’s 
next-generation operating sys- 
tem, Mac OS X “Leopard,” 
will be available Oct. 26 for 
$129, and Apple’s online store 
is taking pre-orders, the com- 
pany said Tuesday. 

Leopard was originally due 
in June, but Apple said in 
April that it needed to divert 
resources so it could launch 
the much-anticipated iPhone 
on time. Such product delays 
are rare for the Cupertino- 
based company. 

Leopard, which the compa- 
ny says will offer more than 
300 new features, is the sixth 
major upgrade Apple has 
made to Mac OS X since the 
desktop operating system 
debuted in 2001. 

One of the new features is 
“Boot Camp,” which lets 
users install Microsoft Corp.’s 
Windows on Intel-based 
Macs, though both operating 
systems can’t run at the same 


time. The feature, in a test ver- 
sion released last year, already 
has helped attract new cus- 
tomers to the Macintosh plat- 
form. Mac revenues have hit 
record highs for the past year, 
and Apple’s share of the PC 
market has grown. Analysts 
expect Apple’s strategy of 
introducing products that 
work with Microsoft’s 
Windows software to further 
boost computer sales. 

Market researcher Gartner 
Inc. said Apple surpassed 
Gateway in the second quarter 
to become the third-largest 
computer vendor in the U.S. 
with a 6.4 percent slice of the 
market, up from 5 percent in 
the same year period a year 
ago. Apple senior vice presi- 
dent of worldwide marketing 
Phil Schiller said he expects 
existing Apple users will 
move quickly to adopt 
Leopard -- in contrast to 
Microsoft’s experience with 
its latest operating system 
overhaul.

To the Editor: 

Redwood Valley, your conservation 
efforts in response to the water crisis this 
summer have been truly outstanding! 
General Manager Bill Koehler reports that 
in August, the month when the most water 
is used, you managed to use almost 30 per- 
cent less water than in 2004 -- that’s both 
residential and agricultural water. In 
September, when less water is usually used, 
you used 15 percent less. While we still 
have to conserve until (hopefully early) 
winter rains come, situation is looking 
much more promising than it did in March. 

The gloomy projection in March put 
Lake Mendocino waters well below 2002 
levels, and raised the possibility that we 
might be out of water by this time. Instead, 
your efforts, combined with Sonoma 
County Water Agency’s reduced flows 
down the Russian River and a relatively 
cool summer have the lake almost at 2004 
levels, still low, but not a disaster. There 
are those that say that the water we con- 
serve will only be sent down the river by 
Sonoma County. Not so. Overall the water 
districts in Sonoma and Marin counties 
have reduced their use by almost 20 per- 
cent as well. The water we conserved is 
still behind the dam. 

The Redwood Valley Water District con- 
tinues its efforts to reduce the risk from 
being dependent on Lake Mendocino. After 
a check of the geology in the area and 
checking the output of private wells, we 
will be drilling a test well above the treat- 
ment plant this fall. Getting usable water 
from a well in Redwood Valley is never 
certain. If the test well does prove success- 
ful without disturbing nearby private wells, 
an alternate water source will be available 
to the district to alleviate some state restric- 
tions. We are also continuing to search for 
alternate storage capacity, though that is a 
longer term process. 

Again, congratulations and thanks for 
your efforts.

The downside 


of ambition 


A great strength of American society is the drive to 
succeed -- well, not just to succeed but to do better 
than anyone else; to be a star, a tycoon, an authority, a 
power, a celebrity or a leader; to be admired, respect- 
ed, feared or obeyed more than your peers. It is the 
belief in these possibilities that motivates countless 
Americans to strive for excellence, to work hard and to 
search for new discoveries and inventions. As for one 
of the great weaknesses of American society, see all of 
the above. 

It is an enduring paradox of the American condition. 
There is a point at which ambition and the determina- 
tion to succeed, which generally serve us well, turn 
destructive, corrupting and dishonest. Success 
becomes its own god. Winning is what matters; the 
methods or consequences count little or not at all. 

The latest reminder of the paradox comes from 
three recent cases: Bill Belichick, the coach of the 
New England Patriots; runner Marion Jones; and trial 
lawyer William Lerach. Belichick had opponents’ 
defensive signals videotaped, contrary to explicit 
National Football League rules; Jones admitted taking 
illegal drugs around the 2000 Olympics; and Lerach 
pleaded guilty to illegally hiring plaintiffs as fronts for 
filing suits against companies. Belichick got off fairly 
easy (a $500,000 fine), but the others did not. Jones 
has returned five medals (three gold, two bronze) won 
at the Sydney Olympics, and Lerach faces $8 million 
of penalties and at least a year in jail. 

What connects these cases is that the transgressions 
were largely, or perhaps entirely, pointless. Does any- 
one really believe that Belichick’s Patriots didn’t win 
three Super Bowls (2002, 2004, 2005) on inherent 
ability? Jones almost certainly would have earned 
some medals without doping. Lerach was among the 
kingpins of trial attorneys. Although he might have 
missed some suits by not having dummy plaintiffs, his 
firm surely could have remained in the top tier while 
abiding by the rules. 

On the whole, Americans believe in ambition. They 
think it’s necessary for them personally and valuable 
for society. In one survey, the National Opinion 
Research Center at the University of Chicago asked 
respondents what mattered for “getting ahead in life.” 
Ambition ranked first at 43 percent, followed closely 
by “hard work” (38 percent) and “a good education” 
(36 percent). Lagging behind were “natural ability” 
(13 percent), “knowing the right people” (10 percent), 
“educated parents” (6 percent), “coming from a 
wealthy family” (3 percent), “having political connec- 
tions” (3 percent) and “a person’s race” (2 percent). 
Americans think that individual effort counts; other 
stuff is secondary. 

It is not just that we endorse ambition. We’re also 
fascinated by it. “American Idol” and its many imita- 
tors -- “Top Chef,” “Project Runway,” “The Last 
Comic Standing,’ among others -- are not about 
singing, cooking, designing clothes or telling jokes. As 
political scientist Benjamin Barber notes in the current 
Wilson Quarterly, these shows are “about winning and 
losing.” That’s why they’re so popular; they’re a tele- 
vised metaphor of what many Americans live every 
day. 

Superficially, we want to know the outcomes. But 
the real draw of these programs is that we live vicari- 
ously through the contestants’ dreams and disappoint- 
ments. Almost all of us want to be a champion; almost 
none of us can be. We sympathize or identify with 
upstanding losers, who, despite strenuous efforts and 
personal integrity, fall short. We cheer winners whose 
talent and hard work merit success. We’d like to be in 
their spot. But we dislike a conniving victor who, even 
if talented, seems a creep or fraud. 

By and large, most Americans reconcile ambition’s 
high demands with real-world limits. The essayist 
Daniel Akst, also writing in The Wilson Quarterly, 
sensibly warns: 

“Life is not as competitive as the media might have 
us believe. Most Americans have more leisure than 
they did a generation ago, even as the highest-paid 
earners work like maniacs. And competition of all 
kinds is worst in places such as New York and Los 
Angeles, where real-estate hysteria and preschool 
panic afflict even the rich and powerful. The media 
come to us from these places ... (and their reports) 
should be discounted by at least 50 percent.” 

Fair enough. But for a subset of Americans, ambi- 
tion becomes unmoored from anchors of good judg- 
ment, widely accepted social norms or ethical values. 
It becomes fanatical, a force that sometimes produces 
astonishing accomplishments and sometimes tragedy, 
misery and glaring lapses in behavior -- and occasion- 
ally all of them together.

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Hitachi says tech feat will 
lead to ever-beefier hard drives

SAN JOSE -- Multimedia 
stockpilers need not worry 
about laptops, digital video 
recorders or portable music 
players hitting a storage 
capacity ceiling any time 
soon. 

Hitachi Ltd. says its 
researchers have successful- 
ly shrunken a key compo- 
nent in hard drives to a 
nanoscale that will pave the 
way for quadrupling today’s 
storage limits to four ter- 
abytes for desktop comput- 
ers and one terabyte on lap- 
tops in 2011. 

“It means the industry is 
making good progress to 
advance the capacity of disk 
drives and move to smaller 
form factors,” said John 
Rydning, an analyst at mar- 
ket research firm IDC. 

The feat, which Hitachi 
plans to present on Monday 
at the Perpendicular 
Magnetic Recording 
Conference in Tokyo, revis- 
its a technology known as 
giant magnetoresistance, or 
GMR, that was the basis of 
the work of two European 
scientists who won the 
Nobel Prize in physics last 
week. 

A hard drive has a metal 
disk inside that spins as an 
arm with an electromagnet- 
ic head at its tip hovers 
over it. The head reads bits 
of data by registering the 
magnetic bearing of the par- 
ticles on the disk. 

Capacities of hard drives 
have grown as researchers 
have crammed more bits of 
data closer together while 
also making the heads sen- 
sitive enough to read the 
data. The industry looks to 
new technologies every 
time physical limitations 
kick in, and GMR -- which 
allows for extremely thin 
layers of alternating metals 
to detect weak changes in 


magnetism -- was one of 
the breakthroughs that led 
to the fastest growth rate in 
the early 2000s, allowing 
hard drives to double in 
capacity every year. 

But GMR-based heads 
maxed out and the industry 
replaced it in recent years 
by an entirely different kind 
of head. Yet researchers are 
predicting that technology 
will soon run into capacity 
problems, and now GMR is 
making a comeback as the 
next-generation successor. 

“We changed the direc- 
tion of the current and 
adjusted the materials to get 
good properties,” said John 
Best, chief technologist for 
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Hitachi’s data-storage unit. 

By doing so, Hitachi said 
it has created the world’s 
smallest disk drive heads in 
the 30-nanometer to 50- 
nanometer range, or about 
2,000 times smaller than the 
width of an average human 
hair. 

Other hard drive compa- 
nies are working on similar 
technology as well, 
Rydning said. He predicts 
the entire disk drive indus- 
try will begin migrating to 
this new type of GMR- 
based technology in 2009. 
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YouTube filtering tools to prevent 
posting of copyrighted video

SAN BRUNO -- Online 
video leader YouTube on 
Monday rolled out long-awaited 
technology to automatically 
remove copyrighted clips, hop- 
ing to placate movie and televi- 
sion studios fed up with the Web 
site’s persistent piracy prob- 
lems. 

The filtering tools are 
designed so the owners of copy- 
righted video can block their 
material from appearing on 
YouTube, which has become a 
pop culture phenomenon in its 
2-year existence. The tools also 
give the owners of copyrighted 
video the option to sell ads 
around their material if they 
want the clips to remain avail- 
able on YouTube. 

To find and remove copy- 
righted music, YouTube already 
uses separate filtering tools 
developed by Los Gatos-based 
Audible Magic Corp. 

YouTube’s previous lack of 
copyright protections for video 
content prompted Viacom Inc. 
to sue it for $1 billion for show- 
ing thousands of clips that the 
New York-based company 
owned. 

As YouTube’s traffic soared, 
movie and TV studios became 
increasingly frustrated with the 
rampant piracy fueling its popu- 
larity, though YouTube said it 
has followed copyright laws by 
removing protected video upon 
request. 

Studios’ exasperation with 
YouTube escalated as other 
popular Web sites introduced 
filtering technology in recent 
months to prevent copyrighted 
material from being uploaded. 

YouTube’s critics have 
argued that the site turned a 
blind eye to flagrant piracy so it 
could show more appealing 
material to build its audience 
and pump up its value. Google 
prized San — Bruno-based 
YouTube so much it paid $1.76 
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billion to buy the site 11 months 
ago. 

YouTube has been working 
with Google engineers ever 
since to develop the tools need- 
ed to flag copyrighted video, 
said David King, a YouTube 
product manager. 

Google and YouTube execu- 
tives began promising the new 
copyright protection technology 
six months ago. 

“Tt has taken until now to get 
it right,” King said Monday. 

It’s still too early to tell how 
YouTube’s new filtering system 
will affect the 7-month-old 
Viacom suit, said Mike Fricklas, 
Viacom’s general counsel. “We 
are delighted that Google 
appears to be stepping up to its 
responsibility and end the prac- 
tice of infringement,” he said 
Monday. 

Louis Solomon, a lawyer 
representing and English soccer 
league and music publisher 
Bourne Co. in another copyright 
infringement case against 
YouTube, criticized the new fil- 
tering system as “wholly inade- 
quate. 

“Tt does nothing about the 
past and won’t be enough to 
protect the future,’ Solomon 
said. 

YouTube now needs the 
cooperation of copyright own- 
ers for its filtering system to 
work because the technology 
requires copyright holders to 
provide copies of the video they 
want to protect so YouTube can 
compare those digital files to 
material being uploaded to its 
Web site. This means that movie 
and TV studios will have to pro- 


vide decades of copyright mate- 
rial if they don’t want it to 
appear on YouTube or spend 
even more time scanning the 
site for violations. 

“We really need the content 
community to work with us,” 
King said. “We need them to 
help us help them.” 

Without the help of copyright 
owners, YouTube has no way of 
knowing whether material has 
been legally or illegally posted 
to the site, King said, because 
copyrighted video is sometimes 
provided by the legal owner for 
promotional purposes. 

But YouTube’s critics have 
long derided this defense, argu- 
ing that it doesn’t take a legal 
expert to spot some of the pirat- 
ed material cropping on the Web 
site. “If there has been a clip 
from ’American Idol’ posted to 
the site by Joe Schmoe in 
Oklahoma instead of Fox, you 
can be pretty sure it’s not sup- 
posed to be there,” said Rob 
Gould, vice president of market- 
ing for Broadcaster.com, a rival 
video site. 

YouTube said it has been 
encouraged by early tests of its 
filtering system with nine con- 
tent providers. Only two of the 
test participants, Walt Disney 
Co. and Time Warner Inc., were 
willing to be identified. 

Messages left with Walt 
Disney and Time Warner 
weren’t immediately returned 
Monday. 

YouTube’s anti-piracy sys- 
tem found 18 copyright viola- 
tions during a 10-day in a limit- 
ed test involving one of the test 
participants, King said.

CLEVELAND — Led by a 
throwback pitcher who looks as if he 
stepped out of their 1948 team 
photo, the Cleveland Indians moved 
one win from another crack at win- 
ning an elusive World Series title. 

Pumping his arms with an old- 
school windup from yesteryear, Paul 
Byrd blanked Boston long enough 
and the Indians used a seven-run 
rampage in the fifth inning to beat 
the Red Sox 7-3 Tuesday night for a 
3-1 lead in the AL championship 
series. 

The Indians, who knocked out the 
New York Yankees and their mon- 
strous payroll in the first round of 
the playoffs, now have the free- 
spending Red Sox on the ropes. 
Even three straight homers couldn’t 
rally Boston. 

A victory in Game 5 on Thursday 
night would send Cleveland back to 
the World Series for the first time 
since 1997, when the Indians lost a 
seven-game thriller to the Florida 
Marlins. 

After a day off, the Indians will 
turn to ace C.C. Sabathia, their left- 
handed leader. Boston’s Josh 
Beckett, who beat Cleveland in 
Game 1 at home, will try to send the 
series back to Fenway Park. 

Another Series first-timer — the 
amazing Colorado Rockies — are 
patiently waiting for an opponent. 

And it just might be the Indians, 
who haven’t won a world champi- 


onship since °48, when they beat the 
Boston Braves.

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Sharpley 
will start 


at USC 
for Irish

SOUTH BEND, Ind. — Evan 
Sharpley will start at quarterback for 
Notre Dame against No. 13 Southern 
California, making the junior the 
third starting signal-caller for the 
Fighting Irish this season. 

Coach Charlie Weis said he 
decided to let Sharpley make his 
first career start for the Irish (1-6) 
because the junior has been steadily 
improving. Also, freshman Jimmy 
Clausen, who has been starting, is 
banged up. He’s been sacked 23 
times. 

“I think Evan this week gives us 
the best chance of winning,” Weis 
said Tuesday. 

Asked whether the move was per- 
manent, Weis said: “It’s a permanent 
switch for the USC game.” 

Sharpley got the majority of work 
in practice for the first time Tuesday. 

“It was a different experience,” 
Sharpley said. “Once I’m in that sit- 
uation I tried to make the best of it 
and played as hard as I could.” 

Sharpley has been the No. 2 quar- 
terback for all seven games this sea- 
son. Demetrius Jones started the sea- 
son opener and transferred to 
Cincinnati after losing the job. 
Clausen, the first Notre Dame quar- 
terback in at least 56 years to start 
his second game as a freshman, 
started the next six. 

Sharpley has led the Fighting 
Irish to four of its seven offensive 
touchdowns, despite playing signifi- 
cantly less time than Clausen. 

He said he was excited to receive 
the news Monday, but tried to main- 
tain an even keel. 

“We’re focused on USC and 
focused on winning, so we need to 
get back on track,” he said. 

Sharpley, who has passed for 
three touchdowns and two intercep- 
tions in six games, has a 111.42 pass 
efficiency rating compared with 
Clausen’s 89.51. Clausen has one 
touchdown pass and five intercep- 
tions.

Three of the four touchdown dri- 
ves Sharpley has led have been 79 
yards or longer. The other was 37 
yards long. Clausen has led the Irish 
on TD drives of 9, 80 and 2 yards. 

Weis had said Clausen had been 
the starter because he’s been more 
accurate, completing 81-of-141 fora 
57.4 completion rate, compared with 
Sharpley’s 43-of-80 passing for a 
53.8 completion rate. But Clausen 
had his worst outing last week, 
going 7-of-20 for 60 yards against 
Boston College with two intercep- 
tions. 

Sharpley, who was backup to 
Brady Quinn last season, replaced 
Clausen early in the second half 
against Boston College and was 11- 
for-29 for 135 yards and a touch- 
down. Another TD pass was called 
back because of a holding penalty. 
Sharpley also rallied the Irish in the 
second half of a loss to Purdue. 

Weis said Clausen took the news 
well. Watching from the sideline 
could help Clausen, he said. 

“The game slows down for you 
when you’re not in,” Weis said. “The 
game happens really fast when 
you’re in there.” 

Weis also announced that James 
Aldridge, leading the Irish with 249 
yards rushing on 67 carries, is doubt- 
ful for the game with a high ankle 
sprain. That’s bad news for an Irish 
squad that already is last in the 
nation in rushing at 32.1 yards a 
game. 

Travis Thomas, who has rushed 
for 20 yards on 18 carries, Armando 
Allen, who has 126 yards on 35 car- 
ries and Robert Hughes, who has 39 
yards on 12 carries, will all see 
increased playing time.

the final weekend of the sea- 
son, the Rockies have become 
a charmed team that seeming- 
ly cannot lose. This marked 
the sixth straight year a wild- 
card club reached the World 
Series. 

“This has been different. 
They’re very, very unselfish, 
and they kept working togeth- 
er, working together and 
believing,” Rockies manager 
Clint Hurdle said. 

Colorado had never won 
more than 83 games before 
going 90-73 this season and 
sneaking into the playoffs 
with a 9-8, 13-inning win over 
San Diego in the wild-card 
tiebreaker — rallying for three 
runs against career saves 
leader Trevor Hoffman. 

After sweeping 
Philadelphia in the first round 
of the playoffs, the Rockies 
put a purple pummeling on a 
D-backs club that finished 
with the best record in the 
league. 

“Once the sting of this sub- 
sides, we’ll be able to reflect 
that we did have a great year,” 
Arizona manager Bob Melvin 
said. 

Ahead 6-1, the Rockies 
withstood Chris Snyder’s 
three-run homer in the eighth. 
Chris Young doubled with one 
out in the ninth off closer 
Manny Corpas, but Stephen 
Drew popped out on a 3-0 
pitch. 

“Tf that’s not the tying run, 
then I obviously don’t let him 
swing,” Melvin said. “But 
right there you know you’re 
going to get a fastball, you 
know you’re going to get a 
pitch to drive. He just came 
off it a hair and popped it up.” 


Byrnes followed with a 
checked-swing grounder that 
shortstop Troy Tulowitzki 
charged. His throw beat 
Byrnes’ headfirst dive, and 
Helton threw his arms in the 
air, a decade of disappoint- 
ment finally forgotten. 

“TIm not going to lie, my 
mind wandered a little bit,” 
Helton said. “You’ve got to 
refocus.

Corpas earned his second 
save of the series and fifth in 
the postseason. 

The Rockies are the first 
team since the 1935 Chicago 
Cubs to win at least 21 of 22 
after Sept. 1, according to the 
Elias Sports Bureau.

move: He pulled his starting 
pitcher, rookie Franklin 
Morales, for a pinch-hitter. 

Hurdle didn’t have to 
worry about burning his 
bullpen because Game 5 
wouldn’t have been until 
Wednesday night.

Holliday sent the sellout 
crowd of 50,213 into a frenzy 
when he drove Owings’ slider 
over the center-field wall to 
make it 6-1. 

Morales allowed one 
earned run on five hits in four 
innings. Though he didn’t get 
the win, the Rockies improved 
to 8-2 in his 10 major league 
starts. 

Owings, the first pitcher 
since Whitey Ford in 1953 to 
have two four-hit games in a 


season, lived up to his .333 
batting average by legging out 
a single in the first and com- 
ing around to score on 
Jackson’s two-out single in 
the third.

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Chargers acquire WR 
Chambers from Dolphins

SAN DIEGO — The San 
Diego Chargers acquired 
Chris Chambers from the 
Miami Dolphins just before 
Tuesday’s trade deadline, giv- 
ing quarterback Philip Rivers 
a veteran wide receiver to 
work with. 

In return, the winless 
Dolphins will receive a 2008 
second-round draft pick. 

The Chargers needed to 
bolster their passing game due 
to the uncertain status of No. 1 
wide receiver Eric Parker, out 
since June with a broken toe. 

Chambers has 31 recep- 
tions for 415 yards and no 
touchdowns this season. He 
was a second-round choice by 
Miami in 2001 and enjoyed 
his best season in 2005, when 
he made 82 catches for 1,118 
yards and 11 scores, and was 
voted to the Pro Bowl. 

The durable Chambers, 
who has missed only two 
games in his career, is signed 
through 2009. The Chargers 
expect him to immediately 
bolster an otherwise young 


offense. Tomlinson has rushed 
for 527 yards and six touch- 
downs, and caught 25 passes 
for 210 yards. Tomlinson’s 
receptions are second on the 
team behind Gates, who has 
43 catches for 547 yards and 
three touchdowns. 

San Diego’s leading wide- 
out is Vincent Jackson, who 
has 20 catches for 320 yards 
and two scores. 

The Chargers haven’t had a 
wide receiver lead them in 
catches since Curtis Conway 
in 2001. Since then, either 
Tomlinson or Gates has had 
the most receptions. 

On Monday, Turner said 
Parker was getting a second 
opinion on his right big toe. 
Parker broke the toe during a 
June minicamp, and had 
surgery on it in early August. 
The Chargers said at the time 
they expected Parker to be out 
up to 10 weeks. 

Chambers ranks fifth in 
Dolphins history with 405 
receptions, good for 5,688 
yards and 43 touchdowns. He 
has 15 100-yard receiving

VANCOUVER, British 
Columbia (AP) San Jose 
Sharks coach Ron Wilson 
shook up his lines to try and 
spark his struggling forwards. 
It worked, but he was quick to 
give most of the credit to Joe 
Thornton. 

Thornton, the Sharks’ top 
center, scored one goal and set 
up others by Joe Pavelski and 
Jonathan Cheechoo during a 
3:20 span early in the third 
period to break a tie and lift 
San Jose to a 4-2 victory over 
the Vancouver Canucks on 
Monday night. 

Evgeni Nabokov finished 
with 24 saves, keeping the 
Sharks in the game early with 
a handful of highlight stops 
before the struggling San Jose 
offense got untracked. He was 
credited with an assist on 
Steve Bernier’s goal. 

After averaging just two 
goals through their first five 
games, an offense that fin- 
ished third in the Western 
Conference last season finally 
broke loose. 

“We thought we were close 
to breaking through,” 
Thornton said. “We were just 
throwing pucks at the net and 
working hard and getting 
chances.” 

Bernier tied the game with 
his first goal of the season on 
a 5-on-3 with five minutes left 
in the second period, and 
Thornton took over in the 
third. He won a faceoff to set 
up Pavelski’s first goal on a 
power play 2:33 in, scored his 
third goal of the season at 
3:45, and set up Cheechoo s 
first of the year from a sharp 
angle at 5:33.

NEW YORK -- New York 
Attorney General Andrew 
Cuomo on Tuesday 
announced an agreement with 
social networking Web site 
Facebook to enforce safe- 
guards against obscene con- 
tent and sexual predators 
using the site. 

The agreement calls for 
Facebook to respond and 
begin addressing complaints 
of nudity or pornography or 
unwelcome contact within 24 
hours of receiving them, and 
to report to the complainant 
within 72 hours on how it 
will respond. 

It also calls for Facebook, 
which has about 47 million 
users, to allow someone inde- 
pendent -- and approved by 
Cuomo’s office -- to report 
for two years on its compli- 
ance with the new safe- 
guards. 

“These social networking 
sites are attractive. We want 
to make sure they’re safe,” 
Cuomo said at a news confer- 
ence. “Facebook will have 
the safest interactions of its 
kind on the Internet.” 

Under the agreement, the 
Palo Alto, Calif.-based com- 
pany will have to post the 
safety procedures on its Web 
site. 

“We care deeply about our 
Facebook users and today we 
pledge a solution,” said Chris 
Kelly, the chief privacy offi-

cer for Facebook, who joined 
Cuomo in announcing the 
agreement.

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HP-owned Mercury Interactive 
settles options lawsuit for $117.5M

SAN JOSE -- Mercury Interactive, one of 
the first companies to reveal its financial 
records were faulty because of stock options 
tampering, has agreed to pay $117.5 million to 
settle a group of lawsuits accusing the business 
software maker of duping investors, the com- 
pany and shareholder lawyers said Monday. 

The settlement in U.S. District Court in San 
Jose is Mercury’s latest effort to atone for its 
executives’ mishandling of stock options 
awards dating back to the 1990s and smooth 
the company’s integration into Hewlett- 
Packard Co. as part of a $4.9 billion acquisi- 
tion completed last year. 

HP confirmed the settlement but declined to 
comment further. The Palo Alto-based compa- 
ny, which inherited a federal securities probe 
with the Mercury acquisition and disclosed in 
March that the Senate was also looking into 
Mercury’s bookkeeping, noted that it’s no 
longer facing any pending stock options inves- 
tigations. 

Attorney Joel Bernstein, who represented 
the Mercury Pension Fund Group, said the par- 
ties that sued are satisfied and “confident that 
the award will provide fair recompense to the 
investors who lost money as a result of 
Mercury’s improper practices.” 

Mercury makes software that helps compa- 
nies test and analyze the performance of appli- 
cations such as those that control functions like 
payroll and sales and supply chain record- 
keeping. 

HP views the acquisition of Mercury -- and 
the seamless absorption of it -- as keys to boost 
its blossoming software division, which 
brought in $1.6 billion in sales for the first nine 
months of the fiscal year -- just 2 percent of 
HP’s $76.9 billion total, but still nearly double 
over the year-ago period. 

HP is plunking down substantial resources 
to beef up its software segment, including the 
$1.6 billion acquisition announced in July of 
Opsware Inc., a company founded by Internet 
pioneer Marc Andreessen that cuts the cost of

Mercury also had to wipe out more than 
$530 million in previously reported profits 
and, in May this year, it agreed to pay $28 mil- 
lion to settle civil fraud charges brought by the 
SEC.Backdating refers to selecting for stock 
options dates in the past when the company’s 
stock price was lower than when the option 
actually was granted in order to boost the 
recipient’s potential windfall. It isn’t necessar- 
ily illegal as long as it’s properly accounted for 
within the company’s financial records.

2 dead in blinding sandstorm on LA area highway

LANCASTER — Markan 
Rios stood beside a crumpled 
van on a desert highway, 
bewildered and trembling as 
he clung to a white tennis 
shoe. 

It belonged to his girl- 
friend, who had just been 
whisked away by paramedics, 
but Markan — a Brazilian 
tourist who speaks neither 
English nor Spanish — had no 
idea where to find her. 
Another family member stood 
sobbing nearby and recalled 
seeing a deep gash across his 


wife’s forehead before she, 
too, was taken away by ambu- 
lance. 

“All my family was in this 
van, all 11,” said Fernando 
Amaral Pontes, who had 
splattered blood on his jacket 
sleeve and side. 

Rios and Pontes were in 
one of more than a dozen 
vehicles that slammed into 
one another Tuesday during a 
blinding sandstorm in the high 
desert north of Los Angeles. 
The accident killed at least 
two and injured 16, including 
nine of the 11 people in Rios 
and Pontes’ van. 


Two of the injured were in 
critical condition after the 
crash that left vehicles scat- 
tered across Highway 14, Los 
Angeles County Fire 
Inspector Ron Haralson said. 

About 15 vehicles were 
involved in three separate col- 
lisions, said California 
Highway Patrol Officer Henry 
Ross. He said the cause of the 
crashes were under investiga- 
tion, but that poor visibility 
and high winds “didn’t help 
matters at all.” 

Rios, 24, and Pontes, 46, 
were traveling from Los 
Angeles to Las Vegas as part

to get federal water permits. 

The tribe has also agreed to 
limit alcoholic beverage ser- 
vice to specified areas or will 
raise the age for access to the 
entire gaming facility to 21 
years if alcohol will be served 
on the floor of the casino. 
Smoking will be allowed in 
the casino, but not in the 
restaurants and there will be 
designated non-smoking areas 
in gaming rooms. 

The tribe will also pay 
$20,000 a year for anyone 
needing gambling addiction 
counseling from county ser- 
vices. 

Brad Downs, counsel to the 
tribe, said the final result of 
the construction will greatly 
expand the gaming floor of 
the casino. 

“The casino will eventually 
hold 750 slot machines and 
we may also have a hotel,” he 
said, addressing the supervi- 
sors. 

The term of the agreement 
coincides with the term of the 
tribe’s 20-year gaming com- 
pact with the state which was 
signed in 2004 and will expire

in 2024. 

After the board unanimous- 
ly approved the measure, the 
room erupted into applause. 


In a phone interview 
Tuesday evening, tribal 
spokesman Doug Elmets 


explained that the tribe is fin- 
ishing up its environmental 
impact studies and hopes to 
begin the expansion as soon as 
possible. The expansion will 
be carried out in two phases. 
The first will build a casino 
building (instead of the tent 
structure now in use) with 
three restaurants and new 
parking facilities. That phase 
should be completed by the 
end of 2008. The second 
phase would plan to construct 
an entertainment arena of 
some kind and a hotel. All on 
existing tribal lands. 

“The hope is that this will 
be a boon to the local econo- 
my and generate more 
tourism,” he said. 

For the tribe, Elmets, con- 
tinued, the goal is also to 
“effectively provide housing, 
health care and education” to 
tribal members, something the 
current casino, he said, is not 
generating enough revenue to 
do. 

There are five tribal casinos 
in Mendocino County. The 
others are Shokawah Casino
